I have the honour to refer to Security Council resolution 1727 (2006) 
concerning Cote d’Ivoire. In paragraph 7 of that resolution, the Council decided to 
extend the mandate of the Group of Experts for a further period of six months and 
requested me to take the necessary administrative measures to appoint new 
members, as necessary to the Group.

I have designated Oumar Dieye Sidi to serve as Coordinator of the Group of 
Experts.
